« In addition 1o the existing code requirement for notification, all registered neghborhood assotiations
within a one mile radius of the proposed retail use shall also receive written notice of the pending
application; and

s The applicant will be required to post a 4’ X 8 sign on the property visible to the public at the time of the
City recesving the application. The sign will include mnformation such as the City file number, type of action

pending, names and phone numbers of the applicant or agents for additional information, and a description
of the project which includes the size and use of the building.
